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HOUSE BILL 106 IS 

This edition of The Maryland Horse carries the biggest news ever to come to Maryland 
breeders. That, of course, is House Bill 106 which was signed into law by Governor J. Millard 
Tawes on April 6. 

The bill is reprinted in its entirety on page 26 of this magazine. 

For those not disposed to wade through the;, legal terminology of House Bill 106, this sum¬ 
mary of its effects is offered: 

The pari-mutuel take has been raised at all Maryland Thoroughbred tracks from 12 to 13 
per cent. The additional one per cent will go entirely to horsemen in the form of purse money 
and breeder bonuses. 

Two-thirds of the one per cent increase will go into general purse distribution. The purses at 
all mile tracks will have an approximate ratio of 80 per cent to overnights and 20 per cent to stakes. 

One-third of the one per cent increase will go into the newly created Maryland-bred fund. 

This fund will be governed by the Maryland Racing Commission. The Commission will be as¬ 
sisted and advised by a five-man committee. 

Based on a 120-day mile track season, the Maryland-bred fund will annually dispense $408,- 
000 at the mile tracks, providing the mutuel handle continues to average $1,000,000 per day. 

Last year Maryland’s three mile tracks allocated $184,000 to purses for Maryland-bred horses. 

The 1961 purse figures for Maryland-breds are as follows: 

Pimlico—$41,000 in overnights; $7,500 in stakes; total $48,500. 

Bowie—$62,200 in overnights; $10,000 in stakes; total $72,200. 

Laurel—$47,300 in overnights; $25,000 in stakes; total $72,300. 

The new Maryland-bred fund will earmark approximately $3,400 per day for Maryland-breds 
at the three major tracks.

SIGNED INTO LAW 


The man who quarterbacked both the H.B.P.A. and the Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
in their successful fight for House Bill 106 was Hal C. B. Clagett, a well-known attorney and breed¬ 
er from Upper Marlboro. 

(A profile of Mr. Clagett can be found on page 30 of this magazine.) 

C Bamar Creswell, president of the local division of the H.B.P.A., had this to say about House 
Bill 106: 

It was a combined effort all the way. The H.B.P.A. couJd not have gotten the legislation passed 
without the Maryland Horse Breeders, and the Breeders couldn’t have made it without the H.B.P.A. 

' But of the two groups, the edge probably goes to the Breeders because it is a purely local group 
with strong connections. ° r 

, 1 r^? d ° f the ran who worked on this legislation for the Breeders, the big gun was unquestion¬ 
ably Hal Clagett. Without him I don’t think we’d have gotten to first base.’’ 

Mr. Clagett did the speaking for both groups throughout the many hearings in Annapolis and 
when a tactical decision had to be made, it was always Mr. Clagett’s opinion which prevailed.

Boone was the majority floor leader of the House of Delegates. 
Working closely with Mr. Boone was Thomas R. O’Farrell, a 
member of the House and also the powerful Ways and Means 
Committee which was under the chairmanship of Mr. Boone.

The successful battle for House Bill 106 in 
Annapolis was unquestionably led by Hal C. B. 
Clagett, but there were many other men who 
gave strong supporting strength during those

trying days. 

One of the more important members of that 
winning team was Thomas R. O’Farrell, long¬ 
time member of the Maryland Horse Breeders’ 
Association and a member of the House of 
Delegates. 

Working closely with A. Gordon Boone (the 
House majority floor leader), Mr. O’Farrell was 
relentless and untiring in steering the bill along 
its hazardous path. 

The importance of strong representation in 
Annapolis was clearly illustrated by Mr. O’Far- 
rell’s work both inside and outside the House 


chambers. 

Tom was a key figure in the passage of the 
legislation. Had he not been Johnny-on-the-spot 
at each and every one of the many crises which 
occurred, House Bill 106 would today be just 
another piece of unpassed legislation. 

Horsemen had many other friends in both 
the House and the Senate. 

A. Gordon Boone was one of them. The 
Baltimore county member of the House of 
Delegates was with the horsemen all the way. 
He was the chairman of the powerful Ways 
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Daniel B. Brewster, president 
of Timonium, urged Gover¬ 
nor Tawes to act favorably on 
House Bill 106. Mr. Brewster 
enthusiastically endorsed the 
“one per cent” bill.

and Means Committee, and it was primarily be¬ 
cause of his work that the bill came out of 
committee. 

In addition to O’Farrell and Boone, there 
were a score of legislators who added their 
weight to the bill. 

Foremost of these is, of course, C. Philip 
Nichols, a member of the House of Delegates 
from Laurel. It was Mr. Nichols who introduced 
the bill which had been written by Hal G B. 
Clagett. 

Mr. Nichols has no official connection with 
racing, but he is interested in the sport, and had 
it not been for his introduction of the bill there 
would have been no successful legislation. 

Actually, Mr. Nichols picked up the bill after 
it had been abandoned by its proponents. While 
Clagett & Company chased along behind House 
Bill 37 (the compromise bill which never came 
out of committee), Mr. Nichols quietly intro¬ 
duced Mr. Clagett’s original bill which he had 
abandoned.

House Bill 106 was a sleeper. Its opponents 
ignored it, and its proponents paid more atten¬ 
tion to the compromise bill which died in com¬ 
mittee. 

Mr. Nichols, on the other hand, worked 
quietly on his bill, edging it along slowly but 
successfully from one committee to the next. 

In retrospect, it appears that House Bill 106 
could not have passed had not House Bill 37 
(the compromise) been introduced. House Bill 
37 drew the attention, the opposition and the 
publicity. House Bill 106 went along like a 
trailing timber horse fencing over broken 
panels. 

Members of the Maryland Horse Breeders' 
Association and the H.B.P.A. owe much to the 
legislators who passed this bill and to Governor 
J. Millard Tawes who signed it into law. 

We have found that we do have friends in 
Annapolis who are interested in constructive 
legislation. They were with us from start to 
finish.

A BILL 

ENTITLED 

AN ACT to repeal and re-enact, with amendments, Sections 11 (b) 
and 16 of Article 78B of the Annotated Code of Maryland (1957 
Edition), title “Racing Commission”, sub-title “In General”, and 
to add new Section 18A to the said Article and sub-title of the 
Code, to follow immediately after Section 18 thereof, increasing 
the amounts retained by thoroughbred race track licensees out of 
the money wagered on races, requiring the allocation of certain 
amounts for purse money, and for purses for Maryland-bred 
horses, establishing the Maryland-Bred Race Fund for the running 
of races for horses bred in this State, creating the Maryland-Bred 
Race Fund Advisory Committee, providing for its membership, 
powers and duties, providing for the operation and management 
of the Fund, and generally relating to thoroughbred horse racing 
in Maryland. 

1 Section 1 . Be it enacted by the General Assembly of Maryland, 

2 That Sections 11 (b) and 16 of Article 78B of the Annotated Code 

3 of Maryland (1957 Edition), title “Racing Commission”, sub-title

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Hot Ctagett —a profile 


Charles 11 encouraged racing, and in his reign the prizes began to be valuable. Among 
them were pieces of plate of the value of one hundred guineas and upwards. 

—Francis Barnum Culver, Blooded Horses of Colonial Days 


In times not given over to dalliance, Charles 
II (1660-1685, House of Stuart, Restored), 
expended much of his energies in fostering 
the breeding of blooded horses in England. 
About 1670, he sent abroad the Master of 
Horse for the purpose of selecting mares and 
stallions for the royal stud at Hampton Court. 
The selection was made entirely of Arabians 
and Barbs, and the mares were called ‘royal 
mares.” 

Charles II bred Dodsworth, earliest race¬ 
horse whose pedigree can be properly authenti¬ 
cated. This, Culvers research indicates, was 
the true starting point in the British pedigree 
of horses. 

Though Charles returned to dust centuries 
ago, a link with Maryland’s Thoroughbred 
industry remains. 

Weston, an undulating, 470-acre tract on 
the old Tidewater Trail from Southern Mary¬ 
land to Baltimore, is part of an original grant 
from Charles II to Captain Thomas Clagett, 
ancestor of Henry Contee Bowie Clagett, Jr., 
better known as Hal C. B. Clagett. 

Like Charles II’s reign, Clagett’s time may 
well be characterized as a period when "prizes 
began to be valuable.” 

Hal Clagett, Upper Marlboro attorney, 
breeder and tobacco planter, authored HB 106, 
so-called "one per cent bill” which establishes 
a Maryland-Bred Purse Fund. He wrote the 
bill and, together with a hard-working com¬ 
mittee of HBPA and MHBA members, fought 
doggedly for its passage. 

Every man who breeds or races horses bred 
in Maryland owes Clagett and his co-workers 
a debt of gratitude, for the flower of their toil 
could provide some $400,000 in purses for 
Maryland-breds next year and during succeed¬ 
ing years. 

As a partner in the firm of Sasscer, Clagett 
and Powers (senior partner is Lansdale G. 
Sasscer, congressman from 1938-1952, presi¬ 
dent of the State Senate and former candidate 


for governor and U. S. Senate), Hal Clagett 
practices law in a white frame building hard 
by State Police barracks at Upper Marlboro. 
He resides, with his charming wife, the former 
Dolly Lansdale Sasscer, and two children, Hal 
III (12) and Elizabeth Ghiselin (9), at 
Weston, two miles southwest of Marlboro. 

A contraction of "west of town,” Weston 
is named for a parent estate in Surrey, England. 
At Weston, as at other gracious, old home¬ 
steads of Americana, history rocks the cradle. 

The place has a 50-acre tobacco allotment, 
houses ten broodmares and is dominated by 
a stately, Colonial residence, circa 1690-1702. 
On a knoll to the left of the main house are 
buried ten generations of the owner’s family. 

Prince Georges County, in the midst of a 
great boom which has seen its 40,000 popula¬ 
tion increase tenfold in the last 15 years, has 
a long and sacred history in Maryland Thor¬ 
oughbred racing and breeding. The county 
seat, Marlboro, identifiable to many travelers 
along Route 301 only by its roadside tobacco 
warehouses and half-mile track, takes its name 
from the Duke of Marlborough. The latter, 
an English general-statesman and one of the 
most brilliant military commanders in history, 
stayed at the town for a period in the early 
1700’s. 

In Colonial days, Prince Georges was the 
center of burgeoning interest in blooded horses. 
Many stallions and mares, notably Ogle’s Spark, 
Sharpe’s Othello, Tasker’s Selima, and Hamil¬ 
ton’s Figure, were imported from England to 
satiate the demands for speed in the province. 

Here were located such long-ago courses 
as Bladensburg, Lower Marlborough, Notting¬ 
ham, Queen Anne Town, Rock Creek, Piscat- 
away-on-the-Potomac and Upper Marlborough. 
The latter two tracks, as probably were the 
others, were frequented by George Wash¬ 
ington, Squire of Mount Vernon. 

Here, too, is Belair, home of the Taskers 
and Ogles, and latter-day Woodwards, and,

Declination Wins 
Prince Georges In 1.10 4/5 


There was a familiar ring to the pedigree 
of the winner of the first Maryland-bred stakes 
of 1962. 

Declination captured Bowie’s $10,000-added 
Prince Georges Stakes on March 27, and he 
did it in the manner of a good horse. The 3- 
year-old ran the fastest six furlongs (1.10 4/5) 
of the Bowie meeting and was only three-fifths 
of a second off Bowie’s track record. 

The colt, owned by the Halcyon Stable, is 
out of Discovery’s daughter, Marcia P. This 
grand old blazed-face mare is also the dam 
of the stakes-winning Pajama Tops who was 
also bred and raced by the Halcyon Stable. 

The Halycon Stable is a partnership enter- 
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prise between Mr. and Mrs. Louis Pondfield 
and Mr. and Mrs. J. Fred Colwill. Mr. Pond- 
field is Pimlico’s executive director, and Mr. 
Colwill is a steward at all Maryland tracks. 

Declination is by Rejected. Marcia P.’s earlier 
stakes winner, Pajama Tops, was by Double 
Brandy. 

Although he went into the race a maiden (he 
had run only twice previously, finishing second 
in his most recent effort at Hialeah), Declina¬ 
tion was installed a 3-2 favorue. 

Pete Anderson, who had come down from 
New York, gave Declination a strong ride (the 
colt bore in sharply at the furlong pole), and 
the Pondfield-Colwill colorbearer did the rest. 
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Declination in the winner's circle. 


The win marked the first stakes victory for 
both Declination and his trainer, Jose de Mur- 
guiondo. 

Marcia P., a 19-year-old daughter of Dis¬ 
covery and Her Grace, first gained stakes-pro- 
ducing distinction with Pajama Tops, a foal of 
1954. Pajama Tops, by Double Brandy, was 
also owned and bred by the Halcyon Stable 
which was then a three-way partnership. A few 
years ago the third partner, M. Lesnick, was 
bought out by the Pondfields and Colwills. 

Marcia P. is a full sister to the good race 
mare of a few seasons back Be Gracious. 

Now boasting two stakes-winning sons, Mar¬ 
cia P. has moved into the elite of Maryland’s 
broodmare population. By way of coincidence, 
it might be noted that she once had at Halcyon 
Farm as her stablemate another Discovery mare 
named My Recipe. 

Mr. Colwill sold My Recipe to Harry Isaacs, 
owner of the Brookfield Farm. To the cover of 
Intent, My Recipe produced the exceptional 
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Intentionally for Mr. Isaacs. 

Discovery, who stood throughout his stud 
career at Alfred G. Vanderbilt’s Sagamore Farm, 
is also the sire of the broodmares which pro¬ 
duced Bold Ruler, Native Dancer, Hasty Road, 
Traffic Judge, Plotter and Independence. 

Declination’s trainer, Jose de Murguiondo, is 
a native Marylander, as are the colt’s owners. 
Jose had been a racetracker since his teen-age 
years. 

After leaving McDonogh School, he rode as 
a steeplechase jockey. He was, for a few sea¬ 
sons, an outrider at some of the half-mile tracks. 
And he has made quite a few dollars as an 
exercise boy. 

Widely liked by his associates, Jose is a 
happy, gregarious individual who has never let 
those occasional bad breaks dim his enthusiasm 
for the race track. 

"The only thing bad about training horses,” 
said Jose one morning at Delaware Park last 
year, "is that it takes you away from home too 
much.”—S. C.

EQUINA TE-A New Wonder Drug? 


What about this new drug making the 
rounds of the race tracks in Maryland? Its 
called Equinate, and it has reportedly per¬ 
formed some minor miracles. 

Herbert Schneyer, operator of a drug store 
in the 1400 block of West Baltimore Street, 
is the man who compounded the concoction. 

Amos Marcey, salesman for a coin-operated 
dry cleaning firm, brought the pills to the race 
track. 

Tyson Gilpin, operator of the Kentmere 
Farm in Virginia, is an officer in the company 
which manufactures Equinate. 

Mr. Schneyer disclaims any thought of 
improving the soundness of racehorses when 
he first hit upon Equinate. His mother’s asthma 
was the stimulus which got him started on

the right path. 

But the drug compounded by Mr. Schneyer 
did more than help asthma. It relieved much 
of the pain in bursitis—a fact which attracted 
the attention of Amos Marcey, the salesman. 

"I didn’t know Herb,” recalls Mr. Marcey. 
"But I heard about his new drug, and I got 
to thinking what a great thing this would be 
for horses. So I went down to his drugstore, 
introduced myself and told him what I had 
on my mind. 

"He gave me 3 to 4,000 tablets and told me 
to go ahead and try them on horses. That 
was in December of I960. The results since 
then have been amazing.” 

Tyson Gilpin, scion of a drug company 
founder, became interested when he saw the- 
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Before and after Equinate— 
as Tyson Gilpin sees it.

"miracle” performed on one of his own horses. 
So Schneyer, Marcey and Gipin decided to join 
forces and form a company—and that is how 
Thicalate, Inc. came into existence. 

Gilpin, a member of the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association, is absolutely awed by 
the effectiveness of Equinate on osselets and 
other bony growths. 

Last year he persuaded his friend Bill Bal- 
lenger (manager of the Brookmeade Farm) 
to try Equinate on one of the Brookmeade 
cripples. The horse chosen was Deer Crossing 
who hadn’t raced since 1959. 

This is the report Tyson submits on Deer 
Crossing: 

"After showing promise and winning a 
maiden race at Aqueduct on September 15, 
1959 (beating among others August Sun) 
Deer Crossing ran a dull race on October 2, 
and was returned to Brookmeade Farm. 

"After that he would not train soundly and 
X-Rays showed spurs on his knee and calcium 
deposits on his ankles. His knee and one 
ankle were obviously prominent. 

"In spite of firing and blistering, he could 
not be gotten up to a breeze without going 
sore. 

"Two years later, in the early fall of 1961, 
farm manager Bill Ballenger decided to try 
him on a course of Herbert Schneyer’s Equi¬ 
nate. 

"After balling him with two capsules a day 
for three weeks, he took another X-Ray. The 
ankle was materially smaller and the picture 
showed that the spur had gone. 

"He put the horse back in training in the 
Training Center; and in the late fall when 
he seemed ready to go to the races, he was 
sent to join the Brookmeade horses at St. 
Lucie. 

"Elliot Burch brought him out at Hialeah 



after his last start. 

"He ran in an allowance race for non¬ 
winners other than maiden or claiming, carried 
equal top weight of 120 lbs., was in front at 
the quarter, second at the half, in front in the 
stretch, and finished second to Primon in 
1.11 1/5. 

"Following the race he was sold privately 
at a good price that same day. 

"Elliot Burch says that he used nothing on 
his legs other than the normal braces, and 
Ballenger states that before this he was ready 
to give up on trying to train the horse. The 
X-Rays are available for inspection and the 
performance of Equinate in this case speaks 
for itself." 

Mr. Schneyer is president of Thicalate Inc. 
Mr. Marcey is the vice-president and Mr. 
Gilpin the secretary-treasurer. 

In addition to the officers, the corporation 
boasts a dozen or so stockholders. 

The recommended treatment involves the 
purchase from a veterinarian of 48 capsules 
at a cost of $2 per pill. The capsules are given 
to a horse on a two-a-day basis for a 24-day 
period. 

Mr. Schneyer is still not quite sure how his 
wonder-pill works. But he has a theory, and 
this is it: 

"I believe the capsule works by sensitization 
and change of polarity and resolution of the 
calcium deposits. Also it helps the breathing 
by relaxing of the bronchial tree and this is 
done by improving glycoginesis.” 

Tyson Gilpin is far less talkative about the 
theory behind Equinate. He never mentions 
polarity, resolution and glycoginesis. 

"All I know,” says the Virginia horse 
breeder, "is that it works miracles. That’s why 
I’m in the corporation."

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Pimlico’s Stakes Schedule 


Pimlico’s spring stakes schedule to be pre¬ 
sented during its 145th race meeting which 
opens on Saturday, May 5, has been released 
by Louis Pondfield, executive director, who re¬ 
minded horsemen that nominations to the 
$10,000-added Riggs Handicap and the $20,- 
000-added Black-Eyed Susan Stakes close on 
Monday, April 16. 

Two other feature events leading to the cli¬ 
mactic 86th running of the $150,000-added 
Preakness on closing day, Saturday, May 19th 
supplement the stakes program. These are the 
Preakness Prep and the Baltimore Spring Handi¬ 
cap, both of which will be offered on Saturday, 
May 12. 

Launching the lucrative program will be the 
Riggs Handicap for 3-year-olds and up at one 
mile and one-eighth over Pimlico’s lush in¬ 
field course. 

The Preakness Prep at one and one-sixteenth 
miles will afford Preakness candidates an op¬ 
portunity to "get a race over the course” as a 
final serious tune up for the middle jewel in 
racing’s fabulous Triple Crown. This event will 
be offered as part of a doubleheader stakes card 
on Saairday, May 12, with the $7,500-added 
Baltimore Spring Handicap for 3-year-olds and 
upward at six furlongs. 

The $20,000-added Black-Eyed Susan Stakes 
for 3-year-old fillies is set for Preakness Eve, 
Friday, May 18th. The Black-Eyed Susan is the 
distaff counterpart to Pimlico’s Preakness, and 
promises to attract the nation’s best sophomore 
fillies in a mile-and-one-sixteenth engagement. 

Moved from the autumn to Pimlico’s spring 


schedule two years ago, the Riggs attracted most 
of the top infield performers in training last 
year. Mrs. Frances Janien’s Claret II, an Irish 
bred, defeated Greek Sovereign by a nose in 
last year’s renewal. 

This year’s edition of the Riggs will be the 
30th in the series. The stake honors the memory 
of William P. Riggs, late secretary of the Mary¬ 
land Jockey Club, who revived racing at Pim¬ 
lico in 1904 after the track had been dormant 
for 16 years. Riggs originated the Pimlico Fu¬ 
turity for two-year-olds, the richest race in the 
nation at its inception. 

The Preakness will draw its field from the 
list of 163 original nominees to the classic. 
Nominations closed on February 15. However, 
late-developing colts can be supplemented to 
the Preakness by payment of a $10,000 fee be¬ 
fore May. 9.

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Delaware Park’s Schedule Is Set 


Delaware Park’s annual race meeting, which 
will begin Monday, May 28, will have a purse 
and stake distribution of $2,100,000, which will 
be an all-time high for Delaware’s only Thor¬ 
oughbred track, according to an announcement 
from Allan Lavin, Racing Secretary and Handi- 
capper. Mr. Lavin arrived at the figures after 
consultations with Donald Ross and Bryan 
Field, respectively President and General Man¬ 
ager of Delaware Park. The racing will run for 
54 days, concluding July 28 with the running 
of the Delaware Handicap, richest race in the 
world for fillies and mares. Jumping races will 
be held. 

One of the achievements of I960 and 1961, 
which Mr. Lavin will seek again to accomplish, 


is that of not running any extra races, or 
"board” races, not printed in the condition 
book. Therefore, during those two years Mr. 
Lavin filled 872 races, including substitutes, on 
109 days of racing without resorting to a race 
not printed in the condition book. In the print¬ 
ed substitutes in the Delaware Park condition 
book there is always a higher purse if the 
trainer runs his horse in the '’long” rather than 
the "short” substitute. 

The championship filly and mare trio of 
races—Oaks, New Castle and Delaware Handi¬ 
cap—will be contested on the final three Satur¬ 
days of the meeting.

What is a purebred? 

An animal whose blood lines are pure and 
the same on the side of both the dam and sire. 
Purebred is not necessarily confined to the horse 
world nor is it to be used in lieu of the word 
Thoroughbred. (You may have a purebred hog 
but he can never lay claim to being a Thor¬ 
oughbred! ) 

What is a Thoroughbred? 

A particular breed of horse whose blood lines 
all stem from three Arabian sires: the Godol- 
phin Barb, Byerly Turk and Darley Arabian. 

When is a horse known as aged? 

From nine years on. 

How many vertebrae has the average horse? 

Twenty-four. 

Is a horse past his usefulness at 15 years? 

No. 

Can horses see behind them? 

Yes, a little, because their eyes are set in the 
front and side of their head. 

At what gait should you leave the stable? 

Walk. 

Why? 

To gradually circulate the blood through the 
feet and legs. This is stimulated by the pressure 
on the frog (of the foot) as it hits the ground. 

At what gait do you return to the stable? 

Walk. 

Why? 

To have your horse completely cooled out 
and the circulation down. 

What is the best reward you can give your 
horse for a job "well done?” 

Pat him on the shoulder and praise him with 
a happy, gentle tone of voice. 

Would you give a horse a whole apple? 

No. He can choke on it. Cut it up into 
pieces. 
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What is a drag hunt? 

A form of hunting in which an artificial 
scent is laid. 

Name important grooming implements. 

Body brush, Dandy brush, mane comb, curry 
comb, hoof pick, rub rag and scraper. 

How should the brushes be cleaned? 

By stroking them frequently against the cur¬ 
ry comb. 

Where should a curry comb not be used? 

On the legs, below the knees or hocks and 
on the head. 

What should be used when clipping the 
feathers (long hairs) from the fetlocks? 

Scissors with a blunt end or regular clippers. 

Should women wear make-up? 

Yes, but not when riding. Among the more 
conservative, even lipstick is taboo. No thick 
powder, eyebrow pencil, lashes or varying 
shades of eye shadow are considered good taste 
in any sport—particularly riding. 

What is a stock? 

A hunting tie which can be used as a band¬ 
age for horse or rider should an emergency 
arise. 

What is the proper way to lead a horse 
through a stall door? 

Stand on the near side (left) and walk by 
his side—not in front of him. Lead him 
straight through the doorway and do not turn 
him until his hindquarters are free of the door¬ 
way. 

Why is hay not good for bedding? 

The horse will eat it.

What precautions may be taken against fire 
in a stable? 

Large No Smoking signs. No kerosene 
heaters. Great care of electrical wiring and 
caution with electrical heating devices. 

What is handy for putting out a stable fire? 

A large barrel kept full of water at all times. 
Fire extinguishers and sand buckets. Large 
boxes of baking soda which can be opened and 
thrown quickly onto a fire. 

Is there much danger of a horse being burned 
to death? 

Yes. Many die this way every year since they 
become panic stricken and will run back into 
a burning stable after having been led to safety. 

What is a shank? 

A long strap or rope used for leading the 
horse. 

How often should a saddle be cleaned? 

Every time it is used unless a saddle cloth is 
Used. If the saddle cloth is used, then only the 
soiled parts need to be cleaned—especially the 
girth. 

What is meant by the term pulling leather? 

Hanging onto the saddle to keep your bal¬ 
ance. 

What is a hackamore? 

A bridle with no bit. 

What parts of the bridle should be checked 
to see that they are properly adjusted? 

Browband, crown piece, cheek straps, bit, 
throat latch, curb chain or strap, lip strap, reins, 
cavesson or nose band. In other words, all of 
them, each time the horse is bridled. 

What will a cold bit do to a horse’s mouth? 

Freeze to the flesh. 

How would you take the frost out of a bit 
on a cold morning? 

Warm it with your hands or warm water. 

What are cow hocks? 

Hocks which bend inward as do those of a 
cow. 

Normally, how often should a horses shoes 
be changed? 

About four to six weeks but this depends 
greatly on how much the horse is worked and 
under what conditions.

Check his feet and clean them out with a 
hoof pick.

Yes, it is optional now according to the 
A.H.S.A. (American Horse Shows Ass’n.), 

In which direction do you reverse in the 
ring?

The foreleg nearest the center of the circle..

As much as he wants. 

Should you water your horse before or after 
feeding? 

Before.

To quench his thirst! If he is watered after¬ 
ward, the water may cause the grain to swell 
(like cereal) which could cause impaction. Too, 
the water could wash the undigested grain into 
the intestines, inviting the formation of gas— 
and then colic.

A Review—'Racing And Income Tax' 


"Case history continues to grow on the ques¬ 
tion of whether horse racing is a business or a 
hobby for federal income tax purposes where 
the taxpayer is a person of independent means," 
reads the introduction to the new edition of the 
National Thoroughbred Foundation’s book 
"Racing and the Income Tax.” 

The new edition includes 14 chapters pre¬ 
senting 55 leading court cases and rulings of 
the Commissioner of Internal Revenue dealing 
with the complex question as it relates to 
Thoroughbred racing and harness racing, and 
such activities including show horses, saddle 
horses, polo ponies, and "Gentleman Farming.” 
Additional features include decisions dealing 
with the application of the gains sections of 
the Internal Revenue Code to breeding and 
racing operations, and the latest depreciation 
table covering racing and breeding stock. 

Determination of the underlying hobby- 
versus-business issue is of vital importance to 
everyone engaged in the sport. If construed a 
business, losses and expenses are deductible the 
same as in ordinary business. If ruled a hobby, 
such deductions are not permissible. 

The new edition points out that the judicial 
record favors the classification of racing, more 
particularly Thoroughbred racing, as a business

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but the Commissioner of Internal Revenue re¬ 
mains hard to convince as new cases demon¬ 
strate. 

"New material further emphasizes this point; 
it also further underscores the complexities of 
the issue,” the new edition observes. 

As one example, the book refers to the deci¬ 
sion of the U. S. Tax Court in the first hobby 
case to come before it dealing with Quarter 
horses. The Court held that the taxpayer’s ac¬ 
tivities were a business although in joining a 
horse organization she had signed a statement 
that she was not engaged in her horse activi¬ 
ties for profit, evidence which the Internal 
Revenue Commissioners thought just about 
clinched his argument that the activities con¬ 
stituted a hobby. The book predicts that the 
decision in this particular case will rank in the 
future with other leading cases on the issue. 

As another example of the complexities of 
the question the book cites a case in which the 
Tax Court held the taxpayer’s harness racing 
activities to be a hobby while ruling at the 
same time that his farm operation was a busi¬ 
ness. 

Another new and outstanding case appearing 
in the new edition is the Reinemann case in 
which a U. S. District Court in critical terms 
told the Commissioner that he could not caprici¬ 
ously attempt to make a taxpayer change 
his method of depreciating his Thoroughbred 
breeding stock as long as it reflected true in¬ 
come.

until regrettably cut up for subdivision a few 
years ago, the oldest stud farm in America. 

The Clagett family’s roots, entwined with 
those by marriage with the Bowies, Ogles, 
Contees and Berrys, extend deep into the 
history of Prince Georges County. 

Robert Bowie, Hal Clagett’s great, great 
grandfather, was a founder of the Maryland 
Jockey Club at Annapolis in 1743. Samuel 
Ogle, first governor of Maryland and one-time 
owner of Belair, also is related. And Oden 
Bowie, himself a governor and Clagett’s great, 
great uncle, was president of the Maryland 
Jockey Club for four years following its reor¬ 
ganization in Baltimore in 1870. (The Bowies 
intermarried with the Clagetts three separate 
times.) 

Hal represents the ninth generation of the 
same family to live in the house at Weston. 
(Eight crosses of pure blood, to trace back 
for at least a century, makes a horse eligible 
for registry in the American Stud Book.) 

Built between 1690 and 1702, Weston was 
first occupied by Thomas Clagett II, who came 
there to live with his bride. 
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The house was badly damaged by fire during 
the Revolution and again ravaged during the 
War of 1812, when the British, who had 
landed at Nottingham, made plans there for 
the attack on Washington. 

The brick residence was restored about 1815 
to its present three-story dimensions. Stately 
American elms line the drive, and 200-year-old 
English boxwoods frame the walk to the main 
entrance. Magnolia grandiflora and heavy-in¬ 
berry holly crowd the lawns. 

And while of an evening one might fancy 
he sees powdered-wigged gentlemen and silk- 
and-satined Colonial dames dancing a minuet, 
Weston is very much a 20th Century home. 
A basketball net hangs from one of the old 
trees outside the sitting room, and, for the 
lived-in look, there is evidence that the wide- 
plank flooring in the hall has been improvised 
for use as a practice putting green. 

Where 15-inch walls stand on a centuries- 
old foundation, a visitor may even be pre¬ 
vailed upon to test the children’s teeter board. 

That horses and tobacco are the farm’s

crops is made quite clear upon visiting the 
barn area. A few yards from where Dancing 
Patsy nurses a *Beechpark foal, a colored 
retainer, Thomas Gordon, strips tobacco in 
a place destined for use as a stallion’s quarters. 

Hal Clagett, together with his younger broth¬ 
er, Fendall, and Tyson Gilpin comprise the 
syndicate owning *Beechpark. An exception¬ 
ally well-bred individual, *Beechpark is a 
stakes winner of ten races and half-brother to 
Panaslipper, winner of the Irish Derby. 

By *Nasrullah—Panastrid, by Panorama, 
*Beechpark entered stud in 1957 at Fendall’s 
Larking Hill Farm, Harwood. From his first 
two crops he has had the winners Harwood, 
My Paper Doll, Beechwood, Forest Lark, and 
Sea Sand. My Paper Doll, Beechwood and Sea 
Sand have placed in stakes. 

Hal has hunted and shown most of his life. 
He bred his first horse in 1935 and has been 
racing them eleven years. His wife, Dolly, 
shares this interest. In fact, a friend gave the 
Clagetts a stallion service as a wedding present. 

Twenty years ago Hal Clagett tooled through 
the night in U. S. Air Force piston aircraft. 
These nights he may be observed piloting his

Possessor of a distinguished World War II 
record, Clagett began his flying career as a 
fighter pilot in P-39 Aircobras. He wound up 
flying B-29’s after seeing duty with the B-25, 
B-26, A-20, B-17 and B-24. Awarded the Dis¬ 
tinguished Flying Cross, Air Medal and Legion 
of Merit, he saw action in the New Guinea, 
Phillipine and Marianas campaigns and closed 
out the war in the Pacific by making low-level 
bombing runs over Tokio. He was discharged 
as a colonel. 

Educated at Princeton, Clagett is not likely 
to trip on his pedigree. As adept with a Dandy- 
brush as with a point of law, he is in the 
horse business because he has a strong feeling 
of identity with it. More than that, he enjoys 
the pleasures of seeing a foal of his breeding 
mature under his watchfulness and of feeling 
a bold-running horse under him. 

Pleased to have been associated with the 
movement to improve the breed of Maryland 
horses, he sees in it a major step forward in 
improving relations among all factions in the 
industry. 

When all the oars are being pulled in har¬ 
mony, Hal Clagett will be able to lean back, 
sigh, and say, "Now we are getting somewhere.”
